San Fkani i.slo,, Supt. 14.— Golduiisoii 
slept about threu hours last night, and 
Woke up with thu suniu air uf bravado, 
and donned the suit in which he hanged, 
tie was w;itli a Catholic, prie'st until .his 
removal. At half-past ten the priest left 
the condemned lad for a few in'oiuents, 
Goldensoii in the meanwhile directing the 
conversation to the manner in which he 
would act on the scalfold.

As 
the hour "of ■ "riooii 'approached, tho 
crowd had swelled into thousands, and 
despite tho efforts of the coi-don of police 
detailed, to keep the stairs leading to the 
jail clear, invited persons with the great- 
est dilliciilty effected an entrance. Inside 
tho heat wfts oppressive. Goldeiison, a.s 
tlie the- fatal hour - approached, appeared 
the least concerned of any. He listened 
atteiitativoly to thu exhortations of tho 
priest. His whole deineiinor ^va3 indica- 
tive of a firmly reconciled submission to 
his fate, and as if he had determined on 
passing through tho final aoc as an una- 
voidable neceaaity.. . . All preliminaries 
having been effected, the city hall bell 
called the first sfroke 'of noon as sherifl" 
McMaiin uniorgwl from tho condomned 
cell, closely followed by Goldenson, 
tlie jirieat, aud a luimbor of de- 
putiea and physicians. (hddenson 
accompanied by tho priest, walked jaunt- 
ily out of the cell, tripped down tho stone 
steps into the corridor, and on reaching 
the iron stairciwe which he was to ascend 
to the iipjiur corridor, walked up briskly 
entirely unnsaisted; arrived on top, tho 
grim instruiiiuiit of death staled him full 
in the face, but did ii t offset him in tho 
least. . Ho stopped aside, sat dowji on 
the chair in full view of the scafTold, and 
critically^ 'scrilined the'- p'repa'rations for his 
death. Ho noticed a large board that had 
been placed there in thu event he should 
weaken, so that; ho might be strapped to 
it. "Say, chiuf. what's that ?" said he, 
pointing to the hoard. Ujion being in- 
rormed it was placed there by mistake, he 
said, "Oh, 1 see, you doubted mo when 1 
said I would die g^iime, oh JV. . He climbed 
the stairs " easily without, faltering 
and took his position just in advance 
without help. Ho scanned thu spectators 
cooly; cleared hia throat, and said ho for- 
gave everybody. "1 loved her then, and 
1 lovo her now," said he, in a.cloar vyioo. 
He took from his pocket a picture of 
Maiftie'-KiBlly; Hold it 'iipJ and' 'sttitraF tho 
action to- the - word, r kisabd ■ it. '• While 
standing iniuiovablu as a stoiio monument 
one of tho duputics roached to take the 
ropu guiitly friiiii tlio wall, and stopping 
in front of tiolduiison, the latter gently 
pushud him aside, seized tho rope with 
his own hands,, and himself plaoeii it 
around his neck. Pinioning . .was. -done 
(juickly, Tho sheriir then tightened the 
noose about the neck of the condemned 
lad aiijustiiig the knot just bilck of tho 
ear. Even then (iolduiiBon's jiliick mani- 
fested itself. He bailo good bye to tho 
shcriir, and tliiinkod them all for their 
kindness. Tho black cap was then slipped 
over his head, liiid With the niiVidily of a 
shot ho ivas plunged into otoi-nity. The 
drop .full in four and a half miiiutoH from 
tho time ho loft liiii cull.

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CA.NADA'S ATTITUDK. 

The full reports of the speeches recent- 
ly delivered by the Cabinet ministers in 
Ontario and tjuoboe show that tlioy dealt 
with the subject of retaliation moderately 
but hrndy. It will bo seen from their 
utterances that the Government of tho 
Dominion is not at all discomposed by the 
action of the President and Congress. 
It is clear that they intend to watch the 
progress of events and the luatneuvres of 
parties calmly and com posudly. 'I'hey 
show no disposition to makti humiliatiiiL' 
concessions to tlio .Americans. What 
they want an<l what they are prepared to 
do is till) fair thing. 'J'liero is no bluster' 
or bounce in any of the apeoches. They 
are not even dotiant. They are -simply 
quiet and self-rospeutfnl. Tho following 
«.ictract from the admirable speech de- 
livered by Sir Hector Laugavin at Nicolet 
will give the reader % good idea of tlie 
attitude assumed by hU the ministers. 
" Canadians," hu said, " could now allbrd 
to be independont of every other imtion. 
They had an iron highway ruiinini^ t hruiuh 
their own territory from one end of the 
country to the other without bitiiit; dc- 
peliilijlit on any other coinitry. .\s far as 
navigation was cuiieenieil they were also 
inde|)endent of any utiier people, and 
ospecially of those of the Uiiitod States. 
They wished always to be on good terms 
with their neighbors, but the best way to 
insure this whs to be entirely indopuu- 
dent of thora." We are quite sure that 
the people of the Dominion, virithciut re 
apect to party or nationality, will heartily 
approvo of the sbuid taken by the (ioveru- 
luent on this very important nutter. It 
is tho rtrst serious international dilliculty 
they have had to encounter, and they are 
lueuting it, with the coolness, tho discre- 
tion, anil the s.i'^'aeily of experienced 
Mtatesinou. We aiu not at all aiirpi ised 
to see that the attitude that they h.i\ e 
Assumed aud the tone they have aihipted 
Jiave won the approval of journalists and 
public men generally on the other side of 
the Atlantic. The speech delivered by 
Sir Charles Tupper at the Cutler's I 'east 
at.Shellield is in perfectaceordance with tl;if 
utterances of his late collea'^Mies at home. 
Although he took a lino and an inde 
pendent stand, he dill iiol, .May one »nr(l 
at irhicli the mosi suiisilive .\ luei icai; 
could lake iiU'enee. lie sIiowimI that Can 
ad.l had dune all she coulil he reasoiiahly 
eKpeel ed to do to eonio to a fair and 
cquitaliie agreement with tlio (hiited 
States on the subject of the lislieries. The 
agreement which thu ]>lenii)oteiitiaries 
had arrived at was one that met with thu 
cordial approval of all who are coinpetunt 
to form an intelliguiit (ipiiiioii on tts nier 
its. The President showed that he was 
satislied with it by sending it to the Sou 
ate for its .sanction. It was ralihed by 
tho Parliament of C'aiiiiil;i, and Newfound 
land gave it her sanction. It could not 
therefore be said that either Oreat I'ril- 
aili or her depelideucios li.id been idtliei 
uuroasoiiablu or unacoounuodatitig. l!ut 
the Seinate for party j>urposes had reject 
ed the treaty. This is thu position in 
which tho question now stands. Sir 
Charles said that "all that Canada tisked 
now, all that she hud ever asked, was a 
fair, plain and rational application of the 
principloH of the treaty of 1818. Hu had 
■ mo hositaticui ill saying lliat tho govern- 
ment I f Oanaila wouki on this, anon all 
other occasions, deal with this (piesl ion 
with all the fearlessness, moderiitiun and 
consideration which a great and imporlanl 
tpiestioii of that kind was ontitlod to re- 
ceive at thoir hands, and tbis,country 
(Great Britain) might rest, assured" that 
by uo act of indisaretipn on tho part of 
the government of Canada would Ai>y in- 
creased irritation arise, from what ho.hiicl 
ventured to ohariicterlKe as the sbmewha*^^ 
iilogioal niessiigo which the President of 
the United States had latoly sent to the 
Beuule."

FolIowInR the retrlbutire law of Mosoa, 
probably-' the punishment orlRiimted in 
the ecclesiastical courts. Itisllrst iiicu- 
tioned in the trials of offenses iiRiiinst t liu 
church and some of the enrlehs cleric ils 
were noted men. The seiiti'iice to tlit; 
pillory frequently had theadditioiiid pun- 
ishment of the loss of one or hutU eurs 
added. 

Daniel Fooe, or Foe, laterin life known 
as Dimiel Defoe, wrote a piiniiililut ciilk'd 
"The Shortest Way with the Dissenters," 
and loat his ears. Pope, in bls"Duiiciail," 
•peaks of. the author of "Robinson Cru- 
sue": "Earlesi' on blgh stood unabashed 
Defoe." 

He was placed In the plllotytlirec times. 
That instrument being ou h raised pint- 
form explains the line. 
■ Dr. Bnstwlck, who publiHhed more 
pamphlets thiiii pills, concluiled one of 
his essays vritli: "From plague, pesti- 
lence and faniirje, from liisliops, priests 
ami deacons, good Lord deliver us." Tliis 
was so serious an affront that tbe doctor 
was sentenced to tlie pillory and to lose 
both his ears. -■ 

The execution of his sentence was a 
sort of public fete. His friends c?«tliered 
before tbe pillory and shouted words of 
encouragement. His wife climb d upon 
tbe pillory and kissed him. When bis 
cars were out off "she put them in a cleuu 
bandkerchief" and carried tbem home. 

The celebrated Frynne suffered a simi- 
lar punishment. 

The names of lesser criminals have 
escapecf tlie permanent vtcords but 
Blackstone luiMitions a iiunilier of early 
F.n,L,'liHh Parli/uiientary eiisctnients mak- 
ing th(: loss of an ear a penalty in l;i\v. 

Figlitingin a church or churchyard, by 
nets passed during tho fifth and s-ixtli 
years of the reign of Edward VI, meant 
the loss of both ears. If tlie prisoner had 
no ears — which implies that there \veru 
habitual criminals 3o0 years ago— he was 
to be branded with tbe letter F in the 
cheek. V 

Jn the second and third years of the 
same monarch combination among victu- 
alers and artlflcerg to raise the price of 
provisions or tho rate of lahor, for the 
third offense were punished by the pillory 
and the loss of an car. The statute not; 
only extended to tho coiubiiiations to 
raise wages but to regulate the quantity 
of work or to lessen the hours uf labor. 

In later years the loss of an ear or p.^rt 
of one bas also been reuardcd as implying 
disgrace. One of the favorite ways of 
ihn^latlng an . enemy ia; a. rough and 
tiimible fight is to bite off his ear. In dis- 
reputable brawls and iu low resorts brute 
instinct makes ear mutilation a lit re- 
venge for almost any wrong. 

Jack Slade, a notorious desperado, in a 
fit of rage is said to have cut off tho e.irs 
of a man he had murdered, lie kept, 
them iu his pocket and boastfully exhibi- 
ted them when in a drunken and danger- 
ous mood. 

When he saw on tlie poker iablc a 
stake he wanted particularly .lack played 
the ears. Flinging them on the table they 
beat four aces or a straight flnshr tor 
Jack had h pistol in each band the next 
instant. He always took tbe pot ou the 
play. «»— —
